Village houses are always poor 


'mnitary structures The cellars and 
foundations are iraproperly con- 
structed, and as a result ground air 
permeates the whole dwelling, espe- 
cially in winter. A damr-proof course 
in tbe walla and a cellar floor of 
concrete and asphalt would be con- 
sidered a Insury rather than a neces- 
sity in the country. Another point 
about cellars ie the fact that they 
are frequently the receptacle for de- 
composing potatoes and other vege- 
tables, a fact which certainly does 
not add to tbe healihfulnees of the 
house. 


In tbe winter the heating and 


ventilation are very poor because 
almost all village houses are stove 
heated, and for a house tp be effec- 
tually heated by stoves there musi 
be a series of fresh air inlets and 
foul air outlets suitably arranged, 
and these do not exist in village 
dwellings. 


Outside the house the first thing 


that strikes the sanitarian is th« 
garden, Slled perhaps with decaying 
cabbage, kitchen refuse and the like. 
It is needless to state that a lawn is 
the best thing to have about a dwell- 
ing. If there is a garden, it must be 
cultivated thoroughly, or it will be 
worse than none at all. Decaying 
vegetables—in fact, all putrescible 
refuse—should Le buried.—Sanita- 
rian.

Tbe irksomeness of having some of 


the infections diseases iu a mild form is 
multiplied tenfold by the enforced se- 
clusion of the patient, who is suddenly 
cut off from intercourse with the rest 
of the family. 
Now, by the mere ad 


dition of this little instrument to the 
furniture of the apartment, it is possi- 
ble for a sick person to keep up a con- 
versation with any member ot tbe rest 
of the family, and in this way tbe te- 
dium which rts inseparable from the 
compulsory isolation may be relieved.
